The precise line of demarcation, 
as set down in the Soviet-German 
communique, starts where the Pissa 
River, which rises in the Masurtan 
Lakes of East Prussia, leaves the 
German frontier. 

Where the Pissa joins the Narew 
River at Ostrolenka, the line turns 
southwestwards in the direction of 
Warsaw, continuing along the Narew 
until it flows into the Bug. 

THE COMMUNIQUE 

After passing along the east bank 
of the Bug for a few miles until that 
stream poured into the Vistula, the 
demarcation line then turns south- 
eastwards along the eastern bank of 
the Vistula, including the Warsaw 
suburb of Praga. 

At Zawichost, the line joins up 
with the San River and continues 
along the San until its source in the 
Carpathian mountains at the Hun- 
garian frontier. 

The communique: 

“The governments of Germany 
and the U.S. S. R. have esta shed a 
demarcation line between the Ger- 
man and Soviet armies which passes

Referendum Gets Okay 
For Walkout; Smelter 
Werkers Get Terms 


(Special te the Daily Worker) 

BUTTE, Mont, Sept. 22.—The 
Butte miners voted to strike in a 
referendum by 2,229 to 1,450. 

The producers of some of the 
most basic war-metals (copper an 
lead) refused the Anaconda Coppe: 
Mining Company's bait of a Sc 
raist because of the company's de- 
mand that they (1) give up part of 
their jurisdiction and permit shift 
bosses to do work that miners are 
now doing in non-cveratinzg mines, 
(2) permt all the prevailing bad 
working cOnditions continue, and 
(3) allow a bi-weekly measuring 
end payday which would cut con- 
tra*tmen's wages. 

The question on which the miners 
voted was: “Will you 
October 1, 1959, if the company has 
net granted our original demands by 
that date? Yes or No.” 

The origine! demands are: 20 per 
cent increase in wages; 8-hour col- 
lar-to-collar; recognition of mines 
committees; changes in contract 
system to give contractmen some 
say in their wages and conditions. 

In spite of the barrage of com- 
peny propagenca carried in the 
Mentana Standard and Butte Daily 
Post which hid the demands of the 
ACM behind the bait of a 50c a day 
increase, the miners voted to pre- 
ven: the company from making any 
inreads into the union and for “a 
little sunshine.” 

They also took into account that 
the company is trebling and quad- 
rupling its rate of profit as a result 
of the European war. 

At the same time that the Butte 
miners were voting, the smeltermen 
of Great Falls and Anaconda vote’ 
to accept the proposals made by the 
company to them by the following 
votes: Great Falls—743 for, 251 
against; Anaconda—1,067 for, 201 
against. 

William Mason and Edward Ma- 
son, secretary and president of the 
Butte Miners, explained that this 
does not indicate any difference ot 
opinion between the miners and 
smeltermen. The smeltermen, they 
said, were correct in voting to ae- 
cept because the company did not 
make the demands upon them that 
they made upon the miners.

The miners would have accepted 
tco if the company would offe:

the smeltermen, continued the of- 
ficlals of the union. 

The four unions, Butte Miner, 
Butte Engineers, Gt. Falls Smelter- 
men and Anaconda Smeltermen, do 
net intend to permit the company to 
split them, but have agreed not to 
sign individually with the ACM un- 
til all are satisfied. 

At tomorrow's regular meeting 
the Butte Miners intend to go ahead 
with strike preparations.

Sabath stated that the Tories will 
demagogically use such epithets as “subver- 
sive” in order to drive a wedge into the 
unity of the people by legislating against 
foreign-born trade unionists and liberals. In 
words which should be taken to heart by 


every true progressive, he continued: 

“Anyone who defends the rights of the 
masses of people will be called a Commu- 
nist; that is reaction’s plan—and we must 
not be intimidated when the welfare of the 
entire nation depends on our redoubling our 
efforts.” 

The real “subversive” forces are those 
reactionaries who are trying to push Amer- 
ica into war, and who are trying to gag the 
people by enacting such stormtrooper meas- 
ures as the anti-alien bills. The indignation 
of the people kept these measures from be- 
coming law at the last session. It can do 
so again, when the need is a thousand times 
greater and the Tories far more dangerous. 


The Hosiery Workers 
Fight the War- Mongers 


Labor in the United States is not per- 
mitting itself to be stampeded into the 
slaughter-house of imperialist war. 

The convention of the CIO American 
Federation of Hosiery Workers, for exam- 
ple, wisely refused to let the issue of repeal 
or maintenance of the Neutrality Act, divert 
it from the main question at hand. 

After voting down resolutions both to 
repeal and to strengthen the present em- 
bargo statute, the convention concentrated 
its attention on how to keep the United 
States out of the war. 

In unmistakable terms, the convention 
declared its unequivocal opposition to par- 
ticipation of the United States in the present 
European conflict” and urged all labor to 
work for the promotion of social conditions 
and democracy at home. 

The convention also warned labor to 
“maintain a vigilant guard against measures 
and propaganda which may play upon such 
[anti-fascist].emotions in an effort to draw 
this nation into the present war.” 

However, labor can best prevent the war- 


mongers from playing upon these emotions, . 


by helping the American people to see the 
true nature of this imperialist war . long 
as the people understood that this is not 
an anti-fascist war, but a conflict between 
German fascist imperialism and the British 
imperialism which deliberately placed so 
many small nations beneath the Nazi boot, 
then all the devilish plots of the war-makers 
are bound to fail.

CHUNGKING, China, Sept. 22—China retained her 


position as one of the world’s principal suppliers of 
tungsten in 1938 by exporting 133,577 quintals—240.46 
pounds to the quintal—at a total value of $50,492,082, 
according to the Foreign Trade Commission of the 
Ministry of Finance. 

Although the quantity exported represented 6 de- 
ctease of 31,601 quintals as compared with the 165,178 
quintals of 1937, the cash return was actually $9,743,490 
more than the $40,758,502 of the previous year. 

Experts believe that China will be able to maintain 
her output record during the current year, because 
the production centers of tungsten in southern Kinagsi, 
northern Kwangtung and southern Hunan are all un-

Dear Mike: N 
I’m sure that many of your readers found your recent 
column on Henry George and Father McGlynn extremely 


interesting. 

The name of Henry George and his book “Progress 
and Poverty” is a memory of my as familiar to me as the 
name of my own father Benjamin Van Veen. 

Henry George and my father were close personal friends. Upon 
the death of my father in 1890, while still a little girl, I remember 
going over some of his personal effects together with my mother and 
reading letters addressed to my father thanking him for his assistance 
and signed in the broad generous scrawl of Henry George. 

Although I was only nine years old when my father died I re- 
member very well many of the friendly debates he had with ac- 
quaintanees and relatives on Henry George and the Single Tax. Often I 
sat curled up on his lap during these discussions in our home on 129th 
Street (which at that time was just about as far north the city reached). 

My mother who had no understanding and no interest in politics, 
often complained of my father’s participation in the labor movement. 
She said he reeked of tobacco smoke when he returned home from 
meetings where once or twice he got into a fist fight in arguments 
over the political views of his beloved friend, Henry George. 

“Progress and Poverty” (I still own a first edition) stood on my 
father’s bookshelves and a beautiful cabinet photograph of George laid 
for years among the family photographs. As a child I was always déeply 
impressed by this picture. He had a splendid head and face, bearing 
some similarity to one of the popular pictures of Charles Dickens. 
A face of intelligence and extreme benevolence. It was a face that ex- 
pressed the man; and the man had a thousand personal friends. 

My first understanding of the fact that a few people owned all 
the wealth while millions were in poverty came from listening to the 
arguments of my father although I was scarcely aware that I was 
listening. 

After my father’s death my family moved to Denver, Colorado. More 
and more I pondered over what I knew of Henry George and the 
passionate interest of my father in American political life. 

I met Gene Debs, Bill Haywood and Israel Amter (a native of 
Colorado). I was excited by their ideas. Debs was a Socialist; Big Bill 
was a wobbly, Amter and I were just out of school. Amter was about 19 
years of age and I, 17, when we joined the Socialist Party in Denver. 

Looking back over the years I think I can truthfully say that my 
first ideas about Socialism came from my father and that my father
